nrat Kuropean dalm BtaUcd out on 
Cathay's coast, but It has cultural ties 
with Kurope dosor knit than the po- 
litical rdallonsblps ot controverted 
areas to tho north. It contains tho 
oldest ruin m China that Is aasodat- 
ed with Europe, and tlie tamarind and 
banyan shade tho gardens where the 
Portuguese Cimueer. Cnmeons. com- 
poKcd imlf of the Luslads. ono of the 
half dozen world's great epics. 

inevitably, too. ono associates the 
location of Macao, on a peninsula jut- 
llag from an Island In the ddln of tho 
Canton river west of Hong Kong, with 
that tolony of Portuguese Americans 
on the very tip of Capo Cod. made 
famous by Joseph Lincoln. 

English Obtained Hono Kong. 
More than two and a half centuries 
passed after the founding of Macao 
before China was again called upon 
In tho name of cmnmerco to give away 
o"ore of her territory. Uy that lime 
all Uio conimcrdnl nations of Kurope, 
and thoumfod States us wdl, wore 
cneagod In tho remunerative China 
trade. Friction arose In the eorly part 
of tho Nineteenth century between 
British traders and tho Chinese, and 
after a war In which Great lirltaln 
was victorious. China, as a part of her 
Indemnity. In 18-12 gave Great Britain 
tho island of Hong Kong, a few miles 
from Macao. This Island with nn 
area of 32 Bfiuaro miles and ono of 
tho beat harbors In tho world was 
actually ceded nnd became n part of 
u'rnrlliBh empire. In 1800 Great 
Britain leased three square miles of 
territory on the mainland opposlto 
Hong Kong and shortly afterward this, 
too. was ceded. 

Thla Island became the show colony 
of Great Britain In tho Orient. It Is 
a world port where celebrities and 
foreign war craft arrive so frequently 
that tho din of omdal Bulutes Is al- 
most constantly ediolug from the gran- 
Ito peaks. It Is next to tho oldest and 
in many ways the model fordgu- 
owned community In China. 

Contrary' to popular bcUcf. there la 
no dty of Hong Kong. That well-known 
namo belongs to tho Island ond the 
mainland. Tho dty of half a million 
inhabitants which Is the capital of ho 
Island and tho colony Is omdally Vie- 
torla But tho name Is sddom heard. 
To tho Islanders tho ' beautiful ter- 
raced town Is mcrdy "tho dty."
